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NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 30th December 1950 

S.R.O. 1145. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section II of the Essential 
Supplies (Temporary Powers) Act, 194(1 (XXIV of 194(1), the Central Government 
hereby directs that the following amendments shall be made in the Newsprint Con- 
trol Order, 1950, namely: 

In the said Order: — 

I. To sub clause (d) of clause 2 the following explanation shall te adderl, 
namely. 

Explanation : The expression ‘"special edition” includes a weekly edition 
whether appearing under the same title as the daily newspaper or a different title. 

II. In clause 3, the word “daily” shall be omitted. 

III. Clause 4 shall be substituted by the following clause, namely, 

"(1) The total number of pages in the issues of n standard-sized daily news- 
paper during any one week shall not exceed 60 where the newspaper is published 
on seven days of the week or 48 where it is published on six days ol the week 
and the total number of pages in the issues of any other newspaper during any 
one week shall not exceed a number which, In the case of a newspaper published 
on seven days of the week, bears to 60, or, in the case of a newspaper published 
on six days of the week, bears to 48, the same proportion as the area of the page 
of such other newspaper bears to 336 square inches, 

(2) Where the page of a newspaper varies in size from time to time, the area 
of the page of the newspaper l'or the purposes ol this clause shall be the area of 
the largest page. 

(3) For the purposes of this clause "Standard-sized daily newspaper” means 
a newspaper the area ol a page of which Including margins and other spaces clear 
ol print, is not less than 336 square Inches and not more than 432 square inches”. 
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
